SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 3.—An al- | 
leged conspiracy to obtain exchange 
in excess of $250.000 on counterfeit 
bank of England notes, which were to 
be passed in various ettsee througt.out | 
the country wae revealed tere today in | 
@ statement by Ivan Glavadanovich, 
which the authorities said he made 
after he had been arrested on a cl.arge 
of passing $6,000 worth of the notes | 
here, According to Thomas B, Foster, | 
head of the government secret service 
here, the supposed conspiracy is one 
of the biggest of its kind ever exposed 
in the country. 

Foster received word today that 
John Popovich, who was with Glavad- 
anovich at the time of the arrest, and 
who fled to Los Angeles is under ar- 
rest in New York, in connection with 
the case, and tl.at a third man, Oscar 
Simon is under arrest in Los Angeles. 

When arrested Glavadanovich was 
said to have had many of the notes in 
his possession. He had pasmed the 
$6,000 in notes witnout difficulty in 
Gan Francieco, according to Foster, the 
counterfeit not being detected until 
bank cfficiale made a minute examin- 
ation.

With ten days start of the Otjibe- 
ways, and on horsehack, they rode on 
he plain to Fort Gar- 
ry, the Hudson's fort just north 
of the Aasiniboine river, where Win- 
nipeg is now. There the Indians and 
halfbreeds were preparing to go west 
on @ buffaio hunt, and wanted ponies. 
The Sioux traded for bark canoes, 
and, at the post, exchanged the re- 
muinder of their beaver-skina, buffalo 
robes and other furs for powder, lead 
and buffalo pemmican. 

Embarking at daybreak they 
floated down the Red river, passing 
Selkirk, and landing that eame even- 
* dng on the dhore of Lake Winnipeg. 

The great Jake was almost calm, and 
the light breese was favorable, so 
they pushed on to Fort Alexander, 
where the Winnipeg river empties in- 
to the lake, and made camp for the. 
night. They had a gvod night's rest, 
_— in the morning, started up the 
river. 

Where now ig the power plent that 
furnishes electric current for the city, 
they came to capids and high falls. 
They portaged over the rocky hill in- 
to Lac du Bonnet, an extension of 
the, Winnipeg, and further on. made 
more portages at other rapi and 
falls. They climbed the eteep rocks 
and travelled rough paths, un- 
daunted, for their hea:ts were high.

Until we can secure a civic ad- 
ministration that can and will cut 
down controllable expenditure the 
city must remain in the situation 
#0 graphically described by the 
commissioner on page 51 of the 
1922 report as ‘‘near the verge of 
bankruptey.’’ If the expenditure 
on controllable items could be re- 
duced to the level of 1917 it would 
take $11 per head off the annual 
taxation. which would be an ap- 

reciable and welcome relief. 
Bneh a reduction would have en- 
couraged and enabled many cit- 
izens to have paid the taxes and 
held on to property that is now 
in the city’s hands, yielding no 
revenue and having no value.

We are in the position that we 
must not only pay as we go but 
must pay interest on former ex- 
travagance. The commissioners do 
not use unwarranted language 
when on page 51 of the 1922 re- 
port they say: 

“Tt is very few people who 
realize how near the verge of 
bankruptcy this city has been.”’ 
Careful and judicious manage- 

ment of the general administration 
especially of the finances is im- 
peratively necessary, but a sub- 
stantial reduction of the gross 
burden is even more necessary. 

Excessive taxation is confisca- 
tion of capital, whether taken 
from land values or business trans- 
actions. This and every other city 
is built by the investment of capi- 
tal, both in the business operations 
that make the city possible and 
in the building improvements that 
are necessary for its accommoda- 
tion. Prosperity of capital is the 
only incentive for further invest- 
ment. It is only the*active employ- 
ment of capital that provides 


wages for labor. 
A city is prosperous and 
a good. place for the wage- 


worker, if the capital invested in 
it is bringing good returns. There 
isno city in Canada as favorably 
situated as Edmonton is today to 
attract capital for investment. 
The chief factor in deterring the in- 
vestment of capital in various 
forms of business enterprise and in 
provision for their accommoda- 
tion is the annual tax levy of over 
three and three-quarter million 
dollars.

don’t want to—don’t have to as 
yet. But if we are to pay our way 
and keep the burden of taxation

No one can eat their cake and 
have it. We can’t take money out 
of private business to use for civic 
purposes and still have the money 
working in the business, Edmon- 
ton’s civic debt is the chief bar- 
rier to Edmonton's busiuess pros- 
perity. The only remedy is to re- 
duce taxation by reduging expen- 
diture.
